number of representatives of water 
companies and individuals in the San 
Gnbriol valley this week, in conec- 
tion with the question of adjudica- 
ting filings on water in the Snn Gab- 
riel canyon. Tho Hrst session is to 
be held on Tuesday, August 9th, at 
10 o'clock, in the assembly room of 
the Exposition building in Exposi- 
tion park, Los Angeles. 


Applicants for priorities in the 


canyon include the city of Pasadena, 
Bubio Canyon Land and water asso- 
ciation, Las Flor'es Water company, 
city of Monrovia, city of Alhambra, 
Glondora Consolidated Mutual Irri- 
gating company, and cities of Long 
Beach,, Whittier and Compton. 


Protestants of these claims include 


the San Gabriel Valley Protective 
association and Water Bights asso- 
ciation, .Southern California Edison 
company, La Puente Co-operative 
Water company, and various other 
irrigating companies and individuals 
living or owning property along the 
stream flow of the San Gabriel river 
from the mountains to the sea. 


The heaiing relates almost wholly 


to new filings baaed on the assump- 
tion that additional water will be 
available in. the canyon because of 
the proposed building of the San 
Gabriel dam. Pasadena has filed on 
a theoretical 05,000 acre feet expect- 
ed to bo held behind this dam, and 
other municipalities are filing for 
similar domestic water supplies. 
It is expected that the first session 


will be devoted to the filings of 
maps, plats and specifications of en- 
gineers for both applicants and pro- 
testants, together with briefs of at- 
torneys, and that the session will 
then adjourn to convene some time 
later, after the data has been fully 
perused by the members of the state 
body.

(jjiily the rich and prosperous had vacations. The humble 
Corkers, even those who had control of their own time, 
did not with any regularity spend a few weeks annually 
J3i recreation. Vacations were regarded as a luxury that 
were not especially needed, hut enjoyable and restful for 
the ones who could afford to indulge in them. 


A different view of vacations now prevails. 
Physi- 


cians tell us that a change of scene and occupation, a relief 
of the tenseness of brain and muscle in the regular routine 
of life, is needed by every one. 


And so. with the physicians' endorsement, we have not 


lieen slow in recent years to acquire the vacation habit. 
Business institutions provide regular vacation periods for 
their employees, as is also done by city and-comity officials 
for their workers, and in every walk of life the vacation 
period is now a fixed institution. 


To most of us who live a strenuous life in which every 


minute must be made to coiint on some task or endeavor, 
to lay aside all our business affairs and spend a week or 
two in play or recreation, is a relief indeed. No doubt it 
meets a real need of the physical and mental. 


"We are admonished, however, and experience has 


taught us that we can spend a strenuous vacation and come 
back in an exhausted and depleted condition, less fit to carry 
on our vocation than ever, unless we use our common sense 
here as in everything else. The man of slight physique who 
attempts to climb mountains, or goes on long exhausting 
hikes, or drives his car long distances daily, or even plays 
golf or tennis or rows or swims to the point of exhaustion, 
"will not get much good out of his vacation period. 


•Restful occupation, a change of scene, loafing, driving 


not for the sake of miles accomplished but for pleasure and 
to some attractive goal, these should be vacation aims. We 
need to get away from the nervous, hurried, artificial life, 
to the quiet and peace that God shows us in nature all 


• about ns. 


Then we are told that our vacation should mean a com- 


plete change. If we live in the valleys, we shoiild seek the 
mountains. If we dwell by the seashore, we should rest in 
the interior with different conditions. City people need to 
get into the wide open spaces of the country and possibly 
some country folks might profit by a stay in the city for a 
short time. The parks, the museums, the great buildings, 
the splendid accomplishments of city dwellers, are well 
worth inspection. 


Then in our great state and in the other states of the 


Pacific coast we have remarkable scenic attractions that 
tourists cpiie 'across the continent to see. One of our rail- 
Toads is aj&'ertiscd as the "Road of a Thousand Wonders,." 
and any one^vvhp has spent much time in travel throughout 
our coastal pteins and mountains does not doubt the truth 
of the slogan. Switzerland has not the mountain peaks nor 
the lakes of our High Sierras. There are no Yosemitcs, no 
Catalina Island^ and Marine gardens, no Sequoia parks or 
"big trees," no Redwood forests, no Death Valleys, or com- 
parable scenic wonders elsewhere. 


These aife our distinctive scenic assets, and arc-t ours 


to enjoy when vacation days lure us away from our daily 
tasks.—La Verne Leader. 


The Colorado River Fight— 


One of the most reasonable suggestions for the settle- 


ment of the Colorado river controversy, that we have heard 


. 
lately comes from Harold Baxter, formerly special assist- 
ant to the United States attorney general. 


& 
]Ur. Baxter would lake the matter entirely out of the 


hands of the politicians and through an action brought 
before the United States supreme court, have the rights of 
the various states determined and settled once and for all 
time. Commenting on such action, he says:

"More than two years ago, I advocated the wisdom of 


Kadi a course of procedure. 


"Opposition to the institution of such a water rights 


suit came from many quarters and invariably those opposed 
expressed themselves as fearful of long-drawn-out litiga- 
tion, whereas the principal reason for such opposition was 
a, \vi.sh in obtain sonic special privilege or right for some 
person, person.-- or state. This opposition was sufficient to 
discourage both the department of the interior and the de- 
partment of jastice from any attempt to smooth out the 
Colorado river problems by resort to the courts. The uni- 
versal excuse that such an adjudication would take too 
much linn- is not justified by the results of other adjudica- 
tion suits, and Hoonis to he in error, judging by the time 
that is being wasted hy t i n - opponents to the Boulder can- 
yon development plans.

This 
seems obvious, for Ihe reason that politics and selfish in- 
terests are so well injected into the fight between the pro- 
ponents and opponents of any project to impound the wa- 
ters of the Colorado river for flood control, irrigation or 
water power."—California Cultivator. 


The Battle in the Cornfields— 


Citrus- growers are well aware that the very life of the 


groves depends on insect control. While the fight has been 
unending and expensive, it nevertheless has resulted in con- 
trol, which is more than can be said as yet of the battle 
against the corn borer in the middle west of the United 
States and Canada. 


The federal government has hundreds of men in the 


field, thousands of dollars a day is being spent for material 
and equipment in a fight that has a battle line longer than 
that of the Battle of the Argonne. Last year many .hun- 
dreds of acres of corn were burned to the ground in this 
attempt to stop the borer's progress, which is estimated as 
an advance across the corn belt of about five miles a year. 
Only total incineration, or the subjection of heat of more 
than 320 degrees Farenheit kills the borer. Thus far chem- 
icals and parasites have been unavailing, although the gov- 
ernment is experimenting. Great areas have been reduced 
to. ten per cent of a normal corn crop. The corn borer has 
caused the price of hogs and cattle to soar, as most of the 
profit from corn comes from turning it into meat. 
The 


fight has only begun. 


AVe have the black scale always with us, but the gov- 


ernment of the United States, many years ago, saved the 
citrus industry from annihilation, and no doubt science and 
patience will do the same thing for the corn growers of the 
middle west. Meantime, they have our sympathy and in- 
terest. 
The age-long fight of man against insects has 


brought everyone into the ranks in every country since 
civilization began. The loss of a crop anywhere in the 
world adversely affects all of us.

be the chief objective of this year's 
health educational and disease pre- 
ventive program of the Los Angeles 
County Public. Health association, 
made possible through the Christmas 
seal sale in county territory. Dr. Sa- 
phro stated. 


Of 290 children cared for in the 


summer schools last year, and re-ex- 
amined eight months later, more than 
90 per 'cent were found to have been 
permanently benefited, the child hy- 
giene director averred. 
This year 


six new lienlth schools have been add- 
ed to the list. 
They are Glendnle, 


Rodondo, El Monte, Bell flower, n 
second school at Compton and an- 
other for pre-school age children at 
Wihittier. 
Slimmer health 
schools 


will be again conducted at Monrovia, 
Sierra Madre, Santa Monica. Tu- 
junga, San Gabriel, Catalina, Whit- 
tier, and Compton. 


The children eligible for the sum- 


mer health schools are those screened 
out by the school nurse at the close 
of the public schools as in need o? 
"reconditioning." Regular rest per- 
iods, food prepared by a dietitian 
'and instruction in proper health hab- 
its is the curriculum of the summer 
health school. 


"Experience of the past two years 


of the summer health school," said 
Dr. 8a.phro, "and re-examination of 
the children, ten months later, has 
shown us 'conclusively that it is a 
practical, 
economical and 
efficient 


method of bringing children back to 
health, and for the maintaincnce of 
health when once obtained. The suc- 
cess of the summer health school is 
largely due to the fact that the 
lother is taken into the confidence 
f the worker and regular consulta- 
on held with her in regard to phy- 
cal condition and health habits of 
er own particular child.

Deplores Tactics 


of Flood Control 


Obstructionists 


CUSTER 


Under the heading, "Stop Obstruc- 


ting the San Gabriel Dam,'' the Illus- 
trated Daily News of Los Angeles, 
had the following to say editorially 
on Saturday, July Id: 


It \* time to put an end to the 


bickerings over the San Gabriel dam 
project. Los Angeles county taxpay- 
ers outside the area to be benefited 
directly, who, after all, will pay 94.7 
per cent of the cost, arc sick and 
tired of it; and with good reason. 


In the dispute over the relative 


merits of a 385-foot dam storing 180,- 
000 acre feet, and a 435-foot dam 
storing 240,000 acre feet, these points 
should be bourne in mind: 


First—That when the people of the 


county voted bonds for the dam they 
had in mind chiefly flood control, and 
that flood control is the primary pur- 
pose of the project. 


Second—That for flood control pur- 


poses a 385-foot dam is entirely ade- 
quate and— 


Third—That a 385-foot dam will 


cost many millions of dollars less 
than a 435-foot dam. 


The interests which have been pro-, 


testing to the board of supervisors 
the last few days against 
the 


proposed lower dam are identical 
with those behind the original Rea- 
gan plan for the higher dam, which 
plan was rejected by the board upon 
the advice of expert engineers, fol- 
lowing an, investigation initiated by 
taxpayers. These interests are not 
competent to give unprejudiced tes- 
timony and advice. 


The advisory board of eminent en- 


gineers, with no chestnuts to pull out 
of the fire for anyone, declared that 
the board had been suffering from 
poor engineering advice. A 385-foot 
dam will be adequate, they held, and 
will cost far less than the $31,000,000 
which would be required to build a 
435-foot dam. 


If a 435-foot dam would be suffi- 


cient to conserve all the San Gabriel 
runoff, or enough of it to give a 
cheap and dependable supply during 
years of drought, its value might be 
•conceded. But it would not be suffi- 
cient. 
Records by the United States geo- 


logical survey of the flow of the San 
Gabriel river mean runoff 
at 
the 


mouth of the canyon for the 31-year 
period, 1895-1925, is 121,400 
acre 


feet. 
Increasing the supply up to 


the long term mean of 121,000 acre 
feet per season "during the period 
succeeding 1890, experts have found, 
would have required carrying water 
over from that season .until 1904, or 
for 14 years. 


A study of the actual stream flow 


records shows that if all the water

Flourish Above 


Flood Barrier 


Holding the waters of the San Gab- 


riel river behind a great dam at the 
forks will furnish worth while by- 
products other than flood control and 
conservation, it was revealed this 
week, when the state fish hatchery 
began the distribution of 50,000 baby 
trout up the north fork, and will 
later stock the east and west forks 
at seasonable times. 


The young fish come from the 


hatchery at Big Bear lake. With the 
promise of a retention of water be- 
hind the dam, which will cause a 
back flow into all canyons and forks, 
the hatchery experts foresee an ex- 
cellent: opportunity for the propaga- 
tion of fish of the game variety. The 
drawback to the extensive stocking 
of Southern California streams has 
always been the loss or' the stock to 
a large extent during the periods of 
low water. It is thought that a "fibh- 
ing area of a permanent nature can 
be made in the upper San Gabriel 
canyons with the coming of changed 
conditions brought about by the dam. 


Other trout stocks are being dis- 


tributed in the Big and Little Dalton 
canyons, and supervision

distances by radio is ridiculous, ac- 
cording to Dr. ,1. H. Delli'iger nf 
the bureau of standards. "It would 
be possible to build a radio station 
to transmit enough power to heat n 
house several miles away, but 
it 


would bo the most inefficient thing 
in the world, and not even the wealth 
of Henry Ford would suffice to pay 
for the enormous transmitting sta- 
tion that would be required," said 
Dr. Dellinger. 


"Similarly, it is sometimes asked 


whether radio photography and tele- 
vision arc to be materially advanced 
through directive radio transmission. 
Hore again the answer is essentially 
negative. Both radio picture trans- 
mission nnd television nro thorough 
ly practical possibilities, but they are 
adapted essentially to broadcasting 
rather than to point-to-point trans 
mission by radio. 


"It 
will unquestionably remain 


true for a long time to come that the 
transmission of power or of .photo- 
graphs and vision from one point to 
another definitely chosen point can 
be best carried ou by the aid of con 
ducting wires and not by radio. An- 
other application of radio, the remote 
control of distant objects, machinery 
and ships, will, on the other hand, 
be somewhat facilitated through the 
use of directive radio transmission,''
